W hether there was any connection 
between the outbreak in the navy and 
the m utinous uprisings of the Ger­ 
man soldiers on the western front is 
unknown, but it 
is

there was. 
A number were executed 
and severe term s 
of 
im prisonm ent 
were conferred on others. The penal­ 
ties imposed, however, fell short of 
those demanded by the Kaiser. 
Among the warships affected were 
the W estfalen, the Luitbold,, Prinz 
Regent, Kaiser and Nurenberg. 
The 
government had the utm ost difficulty 
in suppressing the revolt. 
Some of 
the m arines refused to fire upon the 
m utineers and the infantry was call­ 
ed to the scene and the iron-disciplin­ 
ed soldiers showed no hesitancy in 
turning their machine guns and rifles 
upon the mutinous sailors. 
It is not 
known how many were killed. 
U nrest in the German navy 
con­ 
tinues despite the stern m easures that 
have been taken to stam p it out. All 
the members of the Reichstag Involv­ 
ed were socialists.

The "phophecy” which told that 
the war was to have ended on 
August 28th has been found want­ 
ing. And yet here is another one 
Why It was sent to the gentle­ 
man who has given it to the pub­ 
lic ia not stated, but the story 
goes that a prominent Strabane 
business man has received a copy 
of a manuscript which was dis­ 
covered at the breaking down of 
a wall in tho monastery of the 
Holy Ghost, at Vtsfar (a dty on 
the Island of Gotland, in tl}e 
Baltic), which contains a 290-year 
old prophecy of the war. 
The 
prophecy, which was written on 
parchment by a monk 
in 
the 
year 1701, is now kept 
i$ 
the 
town hall of Vismar. 
The copy 
held by the Strabane man was re­ 
ceived by him on Thursday from 
the head of a very large industry 
in England. The manuscript reads 
as follows: 
"Europe will some day, when 
the seat of the Pope is vacant, 
meet with a fearful puniahment.
